SELLING YOUR HOUSE? 
TAXES MAY FAVOR YOU

Many Torrance-Lomlta home- 
owners buying a new resi­ 
dence will find that federal in­ 
come tax laws favor the move, 
according to Bob Haggard, 
president of the Torrance-Lo- 
mita Real Estate Board.

Haggard pointed out that 
knowledge of federal income 
tax provisions applying in 
some cases In which the indi­ 
vidual has sold one home and 
bought another is particularly 
pertinent as the deadline for 
filing tax declarations draws 
near.

All members of the Tor- 
rance-Lomita Real Estate 
Board known as realtors by 
virtue of their membership In 
the local group and the Nation­ 
al Association of Real Estate 
Boards with which it Is affili­ 
ated keep abreast of the law 
and federal rulings which af­ 
fect homeowners and seekers, 
Haggard said. Ha added that 
professional knowledge of this 
type Is one of many advan­ 
tages which realtors offer to 
their clients.

Capital Gains
Generally speaking, he de­ 

clared, a person who sells his 
home must pay a capital gains 
tax, since a residence is con­ 
sidered a capital asset under 
federal tax law. However, a 
special relief provision in the 
law may postpone part or all 
of this tax if a new home is 
purchased within a year be­ 
fore, or a year after, the old 
residence is sold.

The Torrance-Lomlta Real­ 
tors' executive cited these ex­ 
amples of the broad applica­ 
tion of this provision. 

Example Given
"To begin with," he said, 

"let's assume that Mr. Jones' 
old home has a tax base (origi­ 
nal cost, plus the cost of all 
capital Improvements   land­ 
scaping, home renovations and 
additions) of $15,000. He sells 
this home for an adjusted sale 
price (the selling price after 
deducting for the expenses of 
the sale of $20,000.

Thus, he has a $5000 capital 
gain which will not be taxable 
if he buys another home that 
costs $20,000 or more within 
the prescribed time period.

Moreover, In such a case   
since the gain on the sale of 
the old home is not recognized 
for tax purposes it In turn re­ 
duces the tax base on his sec­ 
ond residence by $5000.

In the second illustration, 
Haggard put' the hypothetical 
Mr. Jones In the position of 
buying a second home that 
costs only $15,000  the tax 
base of his original home. In 
this case, he said, the entire 
gain on the old home will be 
taxed in the year of the sale. 

Partly Taxed
For a third example, Mr.

Jones is placed in the position 
of buying a new home that 
costs $18,000. In this situation, 
only $3000 of the gain will not 
be taxable, and the remaining 
$2000 of the gain will be taxed. 
The $3000, that escaped taxa­ 
tion, however, will reduce the 
tax basis of the new home to 
$15,000.

The net effect of this special 
provision of the federal law, 
Haggard pointed out, is to en­ 
courage horned-owning families 
to find another house more 
suited to their needs and pref­ 
erences, provided they sell 
their present home at a price 
above what they paid for it, 
and buy another house within 
the alloted time period, the 
federal tax law acts in their 
favor.
